Brakeman Who Saw Tragedy 
Had Been Working for 
Road but Few Minutes. 





William J. Schwartz, known to all 
fesidents of Edwardsville as ‘‘Cotton’”’ 
because of the shock of blond hair that 
crowned his head, ended his life Mun- 
day morning near his home by throwing 
himself in front of a Wabash passenger 
train. Several cars passed over -him, 
and he was instantly killed. 

No reason has been revealed for his 
desire to end his life unless it was tem- 
porary insanity caused by an acute at- 
tack of melancholia, such as he had; 
guffered from before. His business af- 
fairs are believed to be in excellent 
shape, and he had no family troubles 
go far as is generally known. 

Gchwartz owned much property § in 
Edwardsville, his saloon and restaurant 
on Second street being a popular resort. 
He took an active interest in politics, 
was a good ‘‘mixer’ and was popular. 
Hie lived well and liked to have a good 
time. 

But he was eubbect to fits of melan- 
choly. At such times he was not his 
usual self, and occasionally he disap- 
peared for a day or two. When these 
Spells ware off he quickly regained his 
wsual good spirits and was one of the 
gu.ost cheerful men in town. 


His Absence Unexplained. 


. All day Sunday he was mysteriously 

geent from his place of business. He 
ha@ said nothing about going away, and 
when he returned at 10 p. m. he made 
no explanation. His wife and friends, 
knowing of his peculiarity, asked him 
no questions. 
' (Monday he arose at his usual time. 
Hie lived in a dwelling in the rear of 
his saloon and restaurant. As the 7 
o’clock train on the Wabash, running 
between Edwardsville and Edwardsville 
Junction, was backing down the yards 
tO pass directly behind his home, he 
Fan across the back yard and to the 
railroad tracks. The train, conststing of 
an engine and one car, running at a 
fair speed, was between Randale and 
Center streets about 100 yards from the 
station. 

G@chwartz threw himself in front of 
the car. John Votrain, the brakeman, 
was on the platform of the car handling 
the air brake. He at once applied the 
brake and signaled the engineer to stop. 
The train was brought to a standstill 
after the car and one truck of the en- 


gine had passed over Schwartz's body. 

Schwartz was about 38 vears old, was 
married and had three children. His 
wife is almost prostrated with grief and 
is under the care of a physician. 

Votrain, the brakeman, was the only 
person who saw the tragedy. He was 
making his first run as an employe of 
the Wabash, and had not been at work 
five minutes when his train ran over
